Judge Howard Qualifies

Selection of a jury to decide the 
sanity of W. D. Manley, president of 
the defunct Bankers Trust company, 
was completed late Tuesday afternoon 
in Judge G. H. Howard's division of 
Fulton superior court. 

The 12 men were chosen only after 
names of 10S jurors had been called, 
more than SO of whom were exam- 
ined by attorneys for the state and 
for the defense. 

Business of empaneling the trial 
jury proceeded tediously, lasting 
throughout Tuesday. It was neces- 
sary to eliminate all persons con- 
cerred with Manley’s affairs, which 
involved the reading of lists of hun- 
dreds of depositors in the Farmers 
and Traders bank, as well as the names 
of hundreds of prosecuting banks to 

‘make sure no juror had any conuec- 
tion or interest either in the prosecu- 
tion or defense of the indicted finan- 
eier. Several thousand names wete 
submitted te the prospective jurors— 
those of depositors and stockholders 
in the suspended bank and similar 
names in connection with 119 banks 
throughout Georgia which contributed 
to a fund to prosecute Manley.

Somerset County Courthouse, Som- 
erville, N. J., November 9.—While 
Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall sat with 
lowered head and averted gaze, fum- 
bling nervously at her handbag, a 
manikin head of Mrs, Eleanor R. 
Mills, the woman of whose murder 
she is accused, was exhibited to an 
intent jury and an excited courtroom 
jammed with spectators Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, 

Using the plaster of paris effigy, 
Dr. Otto H. Schultze, medical assist- 
ant to District Attorney Banton, of 
New York city, reenacted the murder 
4s. he believed it had been committed, 
basing his-conclusions on a recent 
autopsy. 

‘Phe physician's testimony caine’ as 
a dramatic climax to a day that h-d 
been given over almost entirely to 
fruitless efforts on the part of the 
defense to shake the testimony of fin- 
ger-print experts which incriminated 
Willie Stevens, the widow's brother. 

With only an hour remaining for 
conclusion of the session, Senator 
Simpson, the prosecutor, called Dr. 
Schultze to the stand, and from a 
pasteboard box, produced with a flour- 
ish of a conjurer performing a feat of 
legerdemain, a head made of plaster of 
paris, conforming in measurements to 
that of the choir singer who was slain 
with her pastor sweetheart. Dr. Ed-

Head Placed on Stand. 


The head was placed upon the wit- 
ness stand, beneath the glare of a 
powerful light. Its unseeing eyes 
were towards the jury. Its back was 
toward the three defendants. 

Mrs. Hall's firm chin dropped to 
her breast. “Willie” and Henry 
Stevens stared fixedly at the weird 
object. 

Defense counsel shifted nervously 
about, and Senator Simpson, ring- 
master of the performance, licked his 
lips and began. 


Before he had finished, Mrs. Hall's 
usually immobile lips had trembled as 
she listened to the witness tell how 
the victim’s throat had been cut. 

“Had the tongue been cut out?’ de- 
manded the prosecutor, loudly, glanc- 
ing over towards the defendants, who 
appeared to be retaining their com- 
posure with their accustomed determi- 
nation.

WILL RESENTENCE 
GORE PROMPTLY 
DECLARES JUDGE 


Supreme Court Order for 

Resentence Stays Elec- 
trocution of Slayer of 
Grocer. 


Resentencing of Mell M. Gore, con- 
demned Buckhead barber, who was 
given a short respite in a decision of 
the supreme court, which ordered the 
lower court to resentence him to death, 
will be made by Judge John D. Hum- 
phries as soon as the order of the 
higher court reaches him, he said 
Tuesday night. 

It is probable that the order will 
be received by the Fulton superior 
court judge today and in that event 
it is probable that a new date will be 
fixed at once for Gore's electrocution 
for the murder of W. H. Cheek, 
Peachtree road grocer. The date set 
for the electrocution was next Satur- 
day, bat this will now be extended 
for a short period. 

A short respite was given Gore 
when the supreme court handed down 
a ruling requiring the judge of the 
Fulton superior court to resentence 
him. This ruling means that Gore 
will not, be executed Saturday, the 
date on which Governor Walker's 60- 
day reprieve expires. 

Under the ruling, Judge Humphries 
must resentence Gore not less than 
ten days and not more than twenty 
day from the day the ruling was is- 
sued. The court issued a mandamus 
absolute requiring the judge to re- 
sentence Gore and the court stated 
the requirement to file a bill of ex- 
ceptions as well as liability for costs 
could be avoided if the judge fixes 
a new date for the execution. 

The supreme court took this ac- 


tion under a statute passed in 1924 
Judge Richard B, Russell wrote the 
opinion and held that when the date 
for an execution has passed and for 
any reason has not been executed it is 
the duty of the trial judge to fix a 
new date for the execution. 

Attorney Reuben Garland, who rep- 
resents Gore, carried his fight for 
Gore’s life to the supreme court two 
months ago and won a ruling from 
that body, which was handed down 
just a few hours before the time fixed 
for the electrocution of Gore. ‘This 
ruling acted as a supersedeas, and al- 
though Governor Walker issued a re- 
spite of 60 days, considerable doubt 
waz expressed by attorneys as to 
whether or not Gore could have been 
legally executed Saturday at the ex- 
piration of the respite in view of the 
existing supersedeas. 

The new ruling simply means, in 
effect, that Gore will get several more 
weeks of life prior to his execution. 
It in no way changes the sentence and 
unless Governor Clifford Walker 
grants commutation he will bé exe- 
ented on the new date to be fixed by 
the trial judge.

folly.” 
Urges Uniform Signs. 
The secretary also urged the uni- 


form numbering of highways and 
lacing of uniform signs. ‘These num- 

rs and signs, he said, “are needed 
to develop “the maximum degree of 
service and safety in their use by the 
ever increasing public traffic. “From 
the federal point of view,” he added, 
“the early improvement of these 
routes is of large importance and 
should have your full support in an 
effort when these designated routes 
shall have been ratified by the asso- 
ciation.’ 

The secretary reviewed the road 
situation for the last decade, recalling 
the increase in motor vehicles since 
1916 when there were only 2,500,000 
in the country, the increase in road- 
building and maintenance. 

Frank Page, North Carolina high- 
way commissioner, who retires as 
president of the organization of of- 
ficials in his annual address stressed 
the necessity for building roads for the 
future. Permanence and durability, 
he said, must be the consideration. 
“Heretofore,” said Mr. Page, “the 
character of the vehicle has determin- 
ed the type of road to be constructed. 
Now long shall we conform to such a 
program?’ 

Mr. Page intimated that the 30,000 
pound truck should not force the coun- 
try to pay huge sums for surfacing 
roads for it to run over. 


Opposes Reckless Driving. 

He made a strong plea for a senti- 
ment against reckless driving and 
regulation of interstate traffic so that 
punishment can be imposed.

Hoffman Says Resolu-|~ 
tion Seeking Extra Pay 
for 12 Months’ Service 
Is Affront. 


SEES INGRATITUDE

Board Passes Resolution

Branding as an affront and an act 
of insubordination resolutions passed 
recently by the Atlanta Public School 
Teachers’ association regarding the 
operation of schools 12 months in the 
year, W. D. Hoffman, chairman of 
the current expenditures committee 
of the board, Monday attacked the 
paper. He declared he wished the 
association to know that he opposed 
such tactics, which he declared are 
tantamount to an effort to dictate the 
educational policies of the city. 

The resolutions were filed when 
Mr. Hoffman failed to ask that ‘any 
action be taken on them, but insisted 
on condemning them in his address, 

The resolutions ask among other 
things that teachers of the system 
‘he paid a pro rata share of their 


ing, which is proposed. under the ~7il- 
lis A. Sutton plan toe run schools 
12 months each year. 

Mr. Sutton, in outlining the ‘pro- 
gram to the board of education, stated 
that teachers would be asked to 
teach about one s'iuymer in five. He 
failed to say anything converning ad- 
ditionaf: compensation. “‘Xhis—if res- 
olutiogs of the asscciation are given 
the ititerpretarion which Mr. Hoff- 
ingn piaced on th-in—rroused the ire 
of Atlanta teachers and precipitited 
the controversy. 

“These resolution are the worst 
piece of insolence I have ever seen,” 
Mr. Hoffman declared in his attack. 
“We worked hard to get money to 
pay the salaries of these Very people 
when a financial crisis occurred in 
the board, and now they hit us with 
this piece of etfrontery. They get 
three months’ vacation every year 
now, and that is too much for any- 
body. I didn’t get any this year. 

“IT regard this as a slap at the 
board of education and the adminis- 
trative department of the schools,and 
resent it. ‘The teachers assume the 
atttiude that they are running At- 
lanta’s school system instead of the 
oard.”

The shake-up was announced by An- 
drews after a conference with admin- 
istrators from the east and south. 


The changes will become effective 
December 1. 
Sharpe Is Displaced. 


One df the Pofficials displaced was 
B. F. Sharpe, who was administrator 
for Georgia, North and South Caro- 
lina. This district has been changed 
to comprise South Carolina, Georgia 
and Florida, and Robert B. Tuttle, 
assistant administrator for the New 
York city district, has been mamed as 
administrator, Andrews sail. 

The other demotion was that of 
R. A. Fulwiler, formerly administra- 
tor for Virginia and West Virginia. 
A new district has been created to 
include Virginia and North Carolina, 
and R. Q. Merrick, assistant adminis- 
trator at Chicago, has been named 
administrator, with headquarters at 
Norfolk. Andrews explained’ that 
Fulwiler probably will become legal 
adviser to Merrick. 

Other Rantiownents. 

New Jersey had been made a dis- 
trict of itself, with Deputy Adminis- 
trator Ira L. Reeves named adminis- 
trator with headquarters at Newark.

Meanwhile word of the tragedy 
reached Washington and all hospitals 
started ambulances, doctors, nurses 
and first aid supplies toward La 
Plata. The war and navy departments 
and the American Red Cross sent 
help.. A squad of marines was rushed 
over from Indian Head proving 
grounds a few miles distant. 

“The shrieks of the children above 
the. howling wind were enough to 
curdle your blood,” said Smith. He 
left for Washington with the first 
cavrioad of injured children. Practi- 
cally of the injured were taken to 
Washington. 

Boy Tells Story. 

The hero of the storm was John 
Marshall Burr, 11, son of Rev. 8S. Q. 
Burr. The boy was the first to re- 
cover after the shock of the storm and 
sent out the first call for help. | 

In response to his call the United 
States marines came to the rescue, as- 
sised by doctors, nurses and ambu- 
lances from Washington, D. C., and 
the naval station at Indian Head, 
Maryland. ;

Mr. and Mrs. James Padgett were 
seriously injured when their house, 
a few yards down the road, was 
wrecked. Their small daughter, in- 
jured in the schoolhouse, was carried 
there only to have her terror increased 
by the sight of her demolished home 
ead her injured parents. : 

Practically every family in the vil- 
lage has been affected by the tragedy. 
Almost every child in school was 
killed or injured and scarcely a fam- 
ily was left without some little rela- 
tive or friend on the casualty list. 

Taken to Washington. 

The villace was utterly without 
facilities for handling the injured. 
The two doctors soon had out-of-town 
recruits to help them but they were 
almost entirely dependent upon sup- 
plies from outside and all seriously 
injured had to be taken over the 2h 
miles of road to Washington for 
treatment. 

“Send us help,” the telephone opera- 
tor cried when she flashed the word 
of the tragedy to Washington. 

Mr. and Mrs. C. O. Edwards were 
among the more fortunate parents. 
They found their small daughter 
quickly, having driven to the school 
to take her home. Instead, the father 
pulled her from the wreckage and 
atarted driving at stop speed toward 
Washington. They were the first to 
reach there. 


MANY CHILDREN 
BURIED UNDER SCHOOLHOUSE. 

Washington. November 9.—Many 
children were buried under the flimsy 
hoard schoolhouse when it collapsed 
inthe violent twister at La Plata, Md., 
this afternoon, said one eyewitness, 
Harry Guy, who brought several in- 
jured children to a Washington hos- 
pital in his automobile. 

“IT was sitting in the hotel at La 
Plata when the sterm broke,” he said. 
“Te was a twister, and swept up 
from the southwest, cutting a path 500 
feet wide. The schoolhouse was right 
in the center of the twister’s path. 
It was a clapboard building and it 
collapsed like paper. Sereams of chil- 
drew could be heard.above the whine 
of the wind. Many children were 
buried under the flimsy boards of the 
building. Others were blown as far 
as feet.

Spades: King-Jack, earts: 
Ace-King-Ten. Diamonds: ‘x-x-x-x. 
Clubs: x-x-x. a holding entirely too 
strong to pags and with no biddable 
suit. I held only one such hand in 
1925, and so far none in 1928: they 
are so exceptional that they do aot 
deserve much consideration and do nut; 
warrant being stressed as an exception: 
to a general rule. When you have the 
strength for a two-suit No Trumper, 
one of the suits is apt to be of more 
than three cards and in that case the 
suit—not a No Trump—should be the 
declaration. For all practical pur- 
poses, having three snits stopped may 
be regarded as a No Trump essential. 
Now what is a hand above the ave- 
rage? An even division of the high 
cards would give each player one Ace, 
one King, one Queen and one Jack; 
so anything better than that is above 
the average and is strong enough to 
bid a No Trump provided three suits 
are stopped. One Ace, one King, one 
Queen and two Jacks are just suffi- 
cient. For example: 
Spades: Ace-x-x, 
Jack-x. Diamonds: 


Hearts: King-

| Clubs: x-x-x-x would qualify nicely. 


To an experienced player, deter- 
mining whether a ban is above the 
average is the simplest of tasks and 
can be accomplished while sorting the 
cards; but for those who would hesi- 
tate with some such as: 

Spades: Ace-x-x. Hearts: King-10- 
x. Diamonds: King-x-x. Clubs: Jack- 
x-x-x (it should be bid because three 
suits are stopped and a King ix bet- 
ter than a Queen) and who like a 
mathematical method, I give the sim- 
plest and best that I know. Reckon 
an Ace as four, a King as three, a 

ueen as two, and a Jack as one. 
When the total is eleven or more, you 
are strong enough to bid an initia 
No Tromp: when the total is ten or 
less, you are not. 

With exactly an average hand (a 
count of ten), a No Trump bid might 
be justified (it doubtless wonld be 
for an expert).if all four suits were 
safely stopped: but this is a point 
worth little consideration as such a 
hand rarely occurs. It can be illus- 
trated by the following:

Withdrawal of State Cotton 


Syndicate Prepared To 
Adyance Farmers 8 
Cents Per Pound on Sta- 


ple Immediately. 


Through action of five Atlanta 
banks Tuesday, $12,000,000 will be 
made available immediately to finance 
the surplus cotton crop and to with- 
draw from the market 300,000 bales 
of Georgia cotton, This movement is 
a part of a plan which eontemplates 
withdrawal of 4,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton in the entire cotton belt. The 
cotton will be handled by the Georgia 
Sotton Growers’ Cooperative associa- 
tion. 

Banks participating in the finane- 
ing of the withdrawal ofthis cotton 
are the Atlanta and Lowry National, 
Fulton National, Atlanta Trust com- 
pany, Citizens and Southern and the 
Fourth National bank. Althongh 
these banks have underwritten the fi- 
nancing plan without calling on gny 
government banking agency, it is ex- 
pected that they will have the coop- 
eration in the move of other banks 
in Georgia. 

It was announced that this banking 
syndicate is prepared to advance to 
growers immediately 8 cents a pound 
on their cotton. The cotton then will 
be withdrawn from the market under 
plans adopted at a conference recently 
held in Memphis. In Georgia the co- 
operative marketing assoviation will 
handle the marketing of all cotton 
withdrawn under this plan. 

Details of Plan. 

Details of the plan to finance with- 
drawal of the cotton were announced 
Tuesday by James S. Floyd, who was 
named recently as chairman of a spe- 
cial committee to formulate a definite 
plan of financing the surplus crop. 
The plan will have the backing of the 
Georgia Bankers’ association and 
other banking interests of the state. 
Ample resources to finance the pian 
were found in the present system of 
banks in Georgia without the neces- 
sity of calling on any governmental 
agencies for aid, it Was announced,

committee with Mr. Floyd were John 
M. Graham, Rome; Charles B. Lewis,

Dunlap Speaks. 

Other important speakers before 
Tuesday's session of the convention, 
which has assembled hundreds of fer- 
tilizer men from all sections of the 
eouth, were Renick W. Dunlap, assist- 
ant secretary of agriculture. who de- 
clared that “the American farmer has 
a right to expect that our economic 
structure shall be so remodeled that 
he may secure for his investment and 
labor returns commensurate with in- 
dustrial and commercial interprises.” 

“T am certain,” Mr. Dunlap said, 
“that the agricultural problem will be 
solved on this basis. It will be solved 
because practically everyone in the 
United States is trying to solve it.” 

Spencer L. Carter, president of the 
National Fertilizer association, was 
another speaker. He discussed the 
cutting of production costs of grow- 
ing cotton by using more fertilizer 
on less acreage. The use of fertilizer 
euts down production costs, he said, 
largely because it eliminates consider- 
able labor expense. 

Cites Carolinas. 


As an illustration, Mr. Carter point- 
ed to cotton production. in North and 
South Carolina. “In North Caro- 
lina,” he said, “the production cost 
of cotton, as based on the United 
States department of agriculture fig- 
ures, is between 12 and 13 cents per 
pound. In South Carolina, with prac- 
tically the same soil and growing con- 
ditions, the cost is about 16 cents per 
pound. North Carolina consumed ap- 
proximately 1,200,000 tons of fertiliz- 
er the past year, while South Carolina 
used only 836,000 tons.” : 

Charles J. Brand, executive secre- 
tary and treasurer of the National 
Fertilizer association, spoke on the 
subject of trade associations and their 
necessity to America’s industrial life. 

“Trade associations,” he said, “are 


as necessary in America’s industrial 
life as typewrites, telephones and au- 
tomobiles. Scarcely any industry, dis- 
tributing trade or occupation, however 
small, tries to function without the 
central organization to look out for 
‘those interests that are common to all 
the group. Everything from the straw 
oo weaal and hat band manufac- 
turers to the steel, petroleum and au- 
_ tomobile industries is organized.” 


| Glenn Is Speaker. 
| “Some Florida Agvicultural Prob- 


ilems” was the subject of an address 
by Wilmon Newell, dean and director 
of the college of agriculture of the 
University of Florida. 

Thomas J, Glenn. president of the 
Atlanta Clearing House association 
and the Atlanta Lowry National 
bank, was another speaker of the day. 
His interesting discussion of the fi- 
nancial aspects of the cotton situation 
was one of the most important fea- 
tures of the session. 

Tuesday's meeting was brought to 
a close with the report of H. R. 
Smalley, director of the northern di- 
vision soil committee of the associa- 
tion. An interesting moving picture 
film. dealing with the fertilizer in- 
dustry and the planter, was exhibited 
during Mr. Smalley’s report.
